With respect to your inquiry of November 13, 1973, I 
want to call your attention to the fact that the display in 
Independence, Missouri, at the Truman Library, had the coins of 
each President surrounding the picture of the President and the 
monetary data in that President’s term. That was hefore the 
burglary.

Apparently a great deal of my work and time consumed in 
assisting Fred R.M., with the different Manuscripts of the 
Western States has been mixed or lost with the other above 
mentioned material.

NORTH AMERICA 


The North American inclusions in the catalog (U.S.A., Canada, 

Mexico and the Confederate States of America) are pr ima rily abstracted 
from previous publications rather than originally developed for the Pick 
work. These prior publications might be referred to for the minute details 
as to signatures, plate letters, counterstamps, engravers, and other variety 
detail not of interest to the bulk of collectors and dealers outside of 
those particular countries. Excluding such details and their pricing from 
the catalog might produce desired simplification. 

There are some paper money areas where sheer quantity of issues - — 
makes inclusion permanently impossible. American state chartered bank 
notes are too profuse for listing but comparable Canadian and Mexican bank 
notes have been included. A reference to publications on such American banks might 
be helpful. Issues by states, territories and cities of the United States 
might also be a welcome addition since Confederate States of America issues 
are covered. It might be more useful for Confederate States of America to 
be added to the United States portion rather than listed separately alpha¬ 
betically because those who peruse the catalog might be better served in 
that manner. The index and an alphabetical referral could eliminate any 
difficulty in locating the section. 

With the Pick catalog becoming increasingly popular, revised future 
publications give the editors continual opportunities for improvement of 
text and illustrations. Thus all suggestions should be construed to be 
constructive in the development of this most difficult compilation.
